The Relations It Bears to the Earth— 
its Cosmical Origin.* 

MHEN you think of the rfre- 
mote stars, their distance 
from us, when expressed in 
figures, being almost incom- 
prehensible. what is that 
short 238,700 miles computed 
to be the space between the 

earth and the moon? Familiar as we 
are with the moon, there is very much to 
be said about it. There are certain tntri- 
cate movements of the moon through space 
by no means clearly understood, since they 
bear a relation to the very highest realms 
of astronomy. What Mr. James Nasmyth 
and Mr. John Carpenter have tried to do 
in their work, “The Moon,” is to describe 
its physiography, “or the causative phe- 
nomena of the features, broad and detailed, 
that the surface of our satellite presents 
for study.” The authors devote some at- 
tention to the question of the habitability 
of the moon, and what is of major impor- 
tance are the considerations showing that 
the moon is a benefactor to the earth. 

The work is remarkable in the way of 
iiiustrations. Photographs of the moon co 
not give a clear conception of its pecullari- 
ties. Lights and shadows the camera exag- 
gerates. The prints for the volume are 
made in this way. Most careful drawings 
were taken from the photographs. Then 
wncdels werc made of clay or some other 
material. These models were then pho- 
tographed. This method is not novel, for 
inany illustrations of figures are now made 
in this way from clay or plaster models 
Lights and shadows become normal. To 
understand the character of the moon, the 
earth, or the sun, it must be insisted on 
that at the commencement of time they did 
not possess their present form. The authors 
write:

If there was an 
athiete on the surface of the moon, with 
the same expenditure of force as he caltied 
forth on an earthly track, he would cover 
thirty-six feet ata single jump. If tong- 
range guns were fired @n the moon's sur- 
face, projectiles woulé be carried sixty 
miles. 

Once it was believed that the moon was 
like a mirror and showed us the reflection 
of our own earth. Strange to say, the 
Persians still hold to this fancy. The moon 
presents to us about the same surface. 
Only occasionally we do see some little 
more of her, but unless there comes about 
some cataclysm the other side of our sutel- 
lite we shall never make out. The great 
Kepler had a strange idea concerning the 
moon, and it was that the depressions on 
her surface were due to pits dug by the 
lunar dwellers. What wo make out to- 
Gay of the surface of the moon is that 
there are craters, mountain chains, with 
occasional smooth plains, and 
bright, radiating streaks. The last feature 
the authors think they can explain by 
deeming them to be long cracks on the 
surface of the satellite, which catch . the 
light.. Telescopes have their limitations. 
We believe that we can find certain forms 
of craters in the moon, and have done all 
in our power to eliminate errors. You may 
see Mont Blanc under certain conditions 


| when in Lyons, and it is 100 miles distant. 


You would want «a magnifying power of 
2,500 for the scrutiny of a moon mountain, 
and that power is impossible. On the half of 
the moon the maps show some 229 various 
elevations. The greatest of all the lunar 
craters is Copernicus. It rises 12,000 feet 
above the plateau. All the leading craters 
are described and their contours given.

It is strange that the story of Laura 
Bridgman’s life and the work of Dr. Sam- 
vel G. Howe in rescuing her from the cult 
of darkness that seemed to be her Jot has 
never before been told in detail. The little 
New Hampshire girl's case and Dr. Howe's 
enthusiastic and self-sacrificing devotion to 
her were matters of great public curiosity 
in the middle of the last century, when 
they were fresh in the public mind. New, 
fourteen years after her death, and twenty- 
eight years after that of Dr. Howe, his two 
daughters have gathered the records of 
that case and the memorials of Laura 
Bridgman’s life into this volume, which is 
one of singular charm. It is written, natur- 
ally, in a vein of ardent filial admiration, 
but it cannot be said that the estimate of 
Dr. Howe's labors for Laura Bridgman, of 
his wisdom, devotion, and high intelligence 
is exaggerated; while the discussion of the 
characteristics of the patient, the difficul- 
tiles to be overcome, the methods adopted to 
overcome them, and the measure of suc- 
cess attained is based upon the fullest in- 
formation. 

Laura, as is well known, was deprived of 
sight, hearing. and smell by scariet fever 
when she was two years old. Dr. Howe 
began his work with her when she was 
seven. The sense of touch was the only 
meéeang of reaching her intelligence. She 
khew a few arbitrary signs, and nothing 
else whatever. Dr. Howe's first efforts 
were to give her a knowledge of language, 
by means of raised letters in the beginning, 
then through the deaf-mute alphabet upon 
the fingers. Labels in raised letters past- 
ed upon common objects gave her the first 
idea of connecting words with things. At 
first it wag like “teaching an intelligent 
dog a variety of tricks."" Then a supreme 
moment came when her intellect began to 
work; the truth flashed upon her that 
“here was a way by which she herself 
could make up a sign of anything that was 
in her own mind and show it to another 
mind.” Thenceforth it was ‘a question of 
nething but plain and straightforward 
effort. The story of the gradual acquire- 
mert of the means of human expression 
and the substance of human knowledge is 
a faecinating one. There were keen intelil- 
gence and a ceaseless eagerness to learn 
and a great acuteness in the one sense re- 
maining to the little girl that helped her 
in her progress from darkness toward the 
light. Understanding of abstract matters 
came slowly; but there was a rectitude of 
moral nature that made her easy to con- 
trol and easy to reach. 

We can trace in the pages of this book 
the gradual—yet surprisingly rapid—ad- 
vance of the little mind to an understanding 
of many of the subjects of human knowl- 
edge, and the ever-widening possibilities of 
enjoyment opened to her. Many extracts 
from her diaries and letters show her 
steady progress in self-expression and her 
increasing command of language, at first 
fragmentary, but constantly gaining in flu- 
ency and variety of interest. She never 
quite reached the expressive power of a 
normal person, even in her advanced age. 
A curious feature of this part of her de- 
velopment was her disposition to write 
verse, which she did not undertake til] her 
thirty-seventh year. An attempt had been 
made to explain to her the rules of versifi- 
cation, but she was unable to appreciate 
the effect of either rhyme or rhythm, and 
neither appears in what she called her 
poems. Having no conception of the value 
of sound, the quality we call style appeared 
in nothing she wrote; but there are, as her 
biographers assert, not without reason, 
poetical ideas in her effusions. Another 
interesting feature in her life was her re- 
ligious experience, which took her out of 
the development hoped for her by Dr. 
Howe into the Baptist sect and made her 
language, after her thirtieth year, “ pietist- 
ic and formal.” 

Dr. Howe's experiment has benefited 
many blind deaf-mutes through the system 
of education he devised for Laura Bridg- 
man, the best known being Helen Keller. 
the minute record of whose early training 
at the Perkins Institute, so valuable in 
the case of the older girl, is unfortunately 
wanting. It is interesting to find from one

the parents died, and Daisy, being left 
homeless, was adopted by a devoted aunt, 
who led the child to believe she was really 
her mother. 

Daisy for a while was very happy. Misery 
began, however, when Mr. and Mrs. War- 
ren were killed in a railroad accident, and 
George Ripicy, Daisy’s supposed brother- 
in-law, cheated her out of her inheritance, 
abused her, and then sent her to one Dr.

Third Batch of New Books for Boys 
and _Giris. 

HERE ere always heaps of 
books for the babies each 
year, for the little ones, the 
medium-sized ones, and the 
big ones. They are very 
good tooks, too, as a rule, 
and it is fortunate that there 

are babies enough to use them all, for many 
of them are quite as interesting, with their 
pictures and jingling rhymes, for the older 
people, and without the little ones they 
would have no excuse for enjoying them. 

One of the new books thie year is “‘ The 
Mother Goose Jungie Book,’ with the fa- 
miliar lines and animals to take all the 
characters from Little Bopeep to Jack 
Spratt and His Wife. The gayly colored 
illustrations: are ‘by Hugo von Hofsten. 
(Madison Book Co., Chicago.) The cover 
is a bright one of paper-covered boards, 
and shows Mother Goose and her meta- 
morphosed heroes and heroines together. 
The pictures begin on the inside of the first 
cover page, where sits a big tiger who 
might be the Tammany veteran himself. 
On the last cover page is a nice-little dog- 
stretched across it reading the jungle book. 

Never were there such funny Mother 
Goose pictures, Little Miss Muffet is a very 
queer and frightened monkey with a very 
big mouth and funny little hat on her head. 
Jack Spratt, who coulg eat no fat,-is a tall 
thin stork, and his wife, who could eat no 
lean, is an astonishingty fat rhinoceros.

The type is a clear-cut min- 
ion, well set off with broad leading, with 
the exception, however, of “ The Land of 
Heart's Desire,” which is printed.in iong 
primer. The cover of this little volume 
Giffers from the others in that it has car- 
tridge paper boards, with rubricated paper 
labels. Initial letters of the Yeats volume 
are in pale orange rubrication.

His first speech as a member of Par- 
Hament was a defense of negro slavery 
in the British West India colonies. Sixty 
years later he wrote that he could then 
| see, of course, “the sad defects, the real 
Miberaliem of my opinions on ghat sub- 
ject,” opinions derived from his silave- 
holding father. In all the early years of 
his career the landed aristocracy seemed 
to him to be the only safe seat of political 
power. If “the nobility, the gentry, the. 

clergy are to be alarmed, overawed, or 
smothered by the expression of popular 

epinion,” he wrote in 1831, then “the 
chil? ané. damp of death are already 
over England's glory.” In 1834 
opposéd the admission of dissenters to 
— Wl Malden to ante Gi ak dee 
age of thirty-eight he had been able to 
form such enlightened opinions of the 
nature of the State that he clearly saw 
the folly of the attempt to restrict eligi- 
bility to Parliament to members of the 
Anglican Church &8till it took him two 
years and a half to make up his mind to 
support Lord John Russell's bill for the 
admission of Jews, and he thought it 
necessary to explain his vote, almost to 
apologize for it. in a long letter to his 
stern old father. who had reproved him. 

The beliefs and the principles that 
gtided him in youth and early manhood 
were the direct opposite of those to which 
he committed himself with all the ardor 
of his soul in the great yeers of his life. 
He was a Tory, he became a Whig. He

for himself, and he was still older before |

He shut his 
eyes to the struggles going on in foreign 
lands where men were spending their 
blood to purchase freedom, but he be- 
came the eloquent champion of Italians, 
of Greeks, of Bulgarians, of men of every 
race and color held in bondage to princes 
and potentates. In short, as in the eyen- 
ing of his life and by the light of those 
later convictions that he had so splendid- 
Jy translated into action and progress he 
reviewed his long career he found him- 
self forced to condemn as unworthy and 
iiliberal a very great part, of his early 
principles and utterances.

— — — were assailed as in- 
declares that Mr. Glad- 
atone “started on his journey with an 
intellectual chart of ideas and principles 
not adequate or well fitted for the voyage 
traced for him by the spirit of his age.” 
Toryism, privilege, class distinction, and 
the hard, sterile, reactionary spirit of 
the Anglican Church in the first half of 
the ninetechth century supplied him with 
the “ chart of ideas " that guided him till 
his life was more than half spent. Mr. 
Gladstone was not only a deeply and sin- 
cerely religious man all his life, but his 
mind had an intensely ecclesiastical bent, 
"prompting to give up to a tremendously 
earnest consideration of barren forms 
and profitiess distinctions priceless time 
that in the aggregate rolled up into 
rmonths and years which he might with 
very great advantage to his country have 
devoted to getting himself earlier and 
better equipped for his vast creative 
Mr. Giledstone regarded. politics and 
public life as a department of activity in 
the service of the Church. At thirty- 
eight he wrote that it was “truly and, 
only the Church” that kept him in Par- 
Hament. “The question whether the 
service of the Church can be most ef- 





duty, and the relation of the Church to 
the State the supreme concern of politics, 
be was in a way to negiect, as he avow- 
edly did negiect, high and important af- 
fairs of her Majesty's Government. Eton 
and Oxford gave the ecclesiastical cast to . 
Mr. Gladstone's mind. “ In all his letters 
in the period from Eton to the end of 


those youthful days is not seldom copi- 

ously streaked with a vein that, to eyes 
not trained to evangelical light and te 
minds not tolerant of the expansion that 
comes to religious natures in the days of 
adolescence, may seem unpleasantly 
strained and excessive.” That is, in his 
boyhood and youth Mr. Gladstone was a 
disagreeable, canting, little, pietistic prig. 
He lived in an atmosphere of mysticism, 
where forms and symbols, not the saving 
of men’s souls, were the chief matters of 
his thought. When we consider how 
much time and intellectual energy were 
devoted by Englishmen to the contro- 
versies associated with the Oxford move- 
ment, the belated ripening of Mr. Giad- 
stone, who by training and habit in those 
years put ecclesiastical affairs above all 
political or public interests, becomes easy 
to understand. It was not until he put 
the forms and symbols somewhat out of 
his mind that he rose io statesmanlike 
stature. It is fortunate that his career 
lacked unity, that the earlier and the 
“ater Gladstone were two men.

“NATURE” WRITING. 





It is of course absurd to seek to im- 
pose an individual taste upon a consid- 
erable class of writers, but that is what 
all the critics with more or less skill in 
concealing it are prone to do, and we 
may as well say frankly what we have 
often of late years wished, namely, that 
people who write for the magazines 
about “nature™ would study the rare 
articles by Ed & Martin, try to 
discover the secret of his charm, and as 
far as a merciful Providence has en- 
dowed them with the ability try to ac- 
quire it. 

It-is true that the task would not be 
an easy one. The late Clarence King was 
wont to say that ff he wished an ideal 





tin, with @ lot of environment thrown in, 
would suffice to. equip the student writer 
to give us the impression of nature which 
he gives with such delicacy and firmness. 
For necessarily it is his impression per- 
meated with his own personality, inter- 
preted in the light of his own experience 
and addressed to his readers with an ap- 
pealing simplicity and directness and 
gentie confidence. “ Winter in the Coun- 
try "—that is the subject of his latest 
article in Harper's MontMiy—is a short 
article of barely three pages, on its face 
hardly more than a setting for a number 
of extremely fortunate photographic re- 
productions.

We can well believe it. “* The 
Bors "' is the most eomplete and reasona- 
ble exposition of the system which has 
made the government of the big cities of 
the United States a reproach to American 
civilization that has yet been produced. 

In reviewing “ Peggy O'Neal” we had 
occasion to say some hard things about 
Mr. Lewis's English. The same eccentrict- 
ties of style are to be found in “ The Boss,” 
but whereas in “ Peggy O'Neal” they were 
fo constantly conspicuous as to destroy any 
interest in the book that might otherwise 
have been found, in “ The Boss” they ap- 
pear so infrequently as to be only an oc- 
casional irritant. “The Boss,” in the 
“Word of Preface,’ declares that these 
memoirs are not written by his own hand, 
that he has “ no skill of pen or ink,”’ where- 
fore he will “have one who makes print 
his trade to write these pages” for him. 
It will be noticed that these two sentences 
contain just two Lewisisms, but when he 
comes to the story iteelf the author spares 
us. 

That ‘“‘The Boss” is in reality a por- 
trayal—we do not say a bilography—of a 
certain eminent living statesman whose 
name it is superfluous to mention is a con- 
clusion forced irresistibly upon the reader. 
“Why is it," asks the Boss in the pref- 
ace, * that I who have removed my loneli- 
ness and my millions to scenes of peace at 
least may not leave well enough alone? 
Why should I return with disclosures 
touching Tammany and the inner history 
of that organization, when the dullest must 
apprehend only trouble and pain as the 
foolish fruits of such garrulity?"’ The an- 
swer, of course, is that Mr, Lewis wanted 
to make an interesting, not to say sensa- 
tional book. And, as is well known, Mr. 
Lewis is in an exceptionally good position 
to write on this subject. It would really 
seem that in the form of romance he has 
printed all he did not care or dare to print 
when he wrote the life of the eminent 
statesman alluded to. 

There are no half-confidences, no reser- 
vations in this book. The whole black sys- 
tem of vote-buying, bribery, extortion, cor- 
ruption, stock gambling on certainties is 
described. There are, or would seem to be, 
other portraits in the book besides that of 
the central figure. Gutterglory, the orator, 
for instance, looks suspiciously like a por- 
trait of — but the libel laws are still in 
force, and it is as well to be careful. Gut- 
terglory and some others are handled with- 
out gloves, while there seems to be a 
rneaking fondness, in spite of everything, 
on the part of Mr. Lewis for the central 
figure.of the story. 

If a criticism might be made of the char- 
acter of the boss as portrayed by Mr. Lew- 
is it would be that he appears too com- 
plaisant, too trustful; that the element of 
luck enters too much into his success. The 
manner in which Morton, the dandy, who, 
behind his lisp'and his eyeglass, has the 
brain of a Machiavelli, ‘“‘runs" the boss, 
end makes millions for the latter and him- 
self, seems incredible. A boss in real life, 
one would suppose, runs his own intrigues, 
and knows how to get rich without outside 
help. 

But then we don't know much about the 
inside of the careers of bosses, and it would 
seem that Mr. Lewis knows a great deal.

where he toiled and idled and showed his 
shining rows of teeth and his vanity of fine 
raiment and fine masters before ever the 
old order gave place to the new. 

In the pages of Dr. Page the pictures are, 
as everybody knows who knows anything 
at all about the matter, somewhat over- 
sentimentalized. Dr. Page has ignored the 
faults not less of servant than of master. 
The negro poet, too, has stressed the vir- 
tues of both, but he has made the servant 
more real by leaving him his faults. The 
master’s faults he has hardly touched upon, 
whether because he recognizes his com- 
parative ignorance or in courteous recog- 
nition of Dr. Page's like conduct in the 
case of the servant. 

If the observation of one who has been 
familiar with the speech and ways of the 
darky from his youth up is worth any- 
thing, the dialect of these stories of Paul 
Laurence Dunbar is as much more ac- 
curete than that of Dr. Page as his plain 
English is better than that of the doctor.

A STUPID LOVER. 

Most of us have met the man who has 
the unfortunate habit of falling in love fre- 
quently, and who, when he is in that con- 
dition, bores his friends with his rhapsodies 
about the object of his devotions, instead of 
telling her what he has to say, and who 
thus makes himself unpopular with his 
friends as well as with the lady. Such an 
individual is the hero of the first of two 
stories which are found in “ Die rothe Ju- 
la.”” by Ernst Eckstein. The hero in ques- 
tion, it need scarcely be said, is very much 
of an ass—which he cannot help; but he Is 
also a bore—for which he must be held re- 
sponsible. He deliberately turns his back 
on the girl whom he honors with his ad- 
miration, and when, on his return to his 
native town, he finds her married, he is 
furious with her and with her husband. 
Moreover, he is anything but polite in his 
outbursts to the friend on whom he inflicts 
the story of his woe. 

The name of the second story is Mélanie. 
The scene is laid in Paris. A young man 
reads about an ideal and then dreams about 
it. Not long after it is transformed into 
her. Catching sight of her, he loses his 
head, and manages to meet her, thinking 
she is what he later discovers she isn't. 
There follows much tragedy, as is usually 
the case in such affairs. Still, in spite of 
the story, it cannot be hoped that readers 
will believe in the superiority of ignorance 
over wisdom. (Brentano’s.) 


A STRONG LOVE STORW. 


Eva, who gives her name to “ Eine Her- 
zensgeschichte,” by Elsa von Wehren, ‘ts 
Graefin Eva Halden, and she is introduced 
to the reader in church.

In them he has done much 
violence to the probabilities, but shown, at 
the same time, both invention and wit. 
In the scheme, in the mingling of the 
sordid with the sublime, there is observa- 
ble the shadow of Stevenson. Percival 
Pollard’s hero is begotten of Francis Vil- 
lon, and “A Lodging for a Night” is the 
Obvious inspiration of this uneven but 
readable collection. Lingo Dan, by pro- 
fession a tramp, by nature a sentimen- 
talist, in language a meretricious pedant, 
companions with one named Billy, who 
seems to be neither more nor less than 
a ruffian, but obeys his partner in all 
things. Both characters were introduced 
to the reading public several years ago 
through the columns of a San Francisco 
paper. 

The adventures of the two range from 
the unbelievably cold-blooded murder of a

This is the personal 
narrative of a revolutionist who escaped 
from prison at Kiev, but was subsequent- 
ly arrested in Germany and sent to Kussia 
in 184, when he was, sentenced to penal 
servitude and sent to the political prison 
at Kara, in the extreme cast of Biberia. 
Some years later he was interned at Blago- 
vestshensk under police supervision. There 
he saw the massacres of Chinese by Rus- 
sian official orders during the late war in 
China. In 1901 he escaped from Biberia. 
The author relates in detail the doings of 
Russian revolutionists, the prison life both 
of men and women, and the methods of the 
Russian Government in suppressing free- 
dom of thought and speech.

The heroine of this story is introduced to 
the reader gracefully attired in doublet and 
hose, and yet the novel deals neither with 
the days of brocade nor yet with the stage. 
Miss Marian Genge, who is slender and dark 
and not exactly happy in love, is posing 
for an artist friend, a homely and whim- 
sical little woman who does posters for the 
patent medicine “ads” and the like The 
particular poster for which the interesting 

iss Genge is posing is that of a trouba- 
dour meant to call the attention of the pub- 
lic to a superior make of mandolins. The 
little artist is in despair because Miss 
Genge exhibits such an infinite variety of 
maddeningly beautiful attitudes that she 
doesn't know which to choose for the pur- 
pose of the mandolin people. 

Afterward the story deals with a bright- 
ness and skill which is rare enough with 
several people in an exalted social circle, 
which appears to be that of Philadelphia.

The story contains besides the artist and 
the picturesque and very human young 
woman already mentioned an admirable 
drawing of an abominably perfect young 
wife and mother and a sketch of two whole- 
some young people, equally admirable.

A New Religious Arcady. 


PA GLADDEN. The St of a Common Man. 
By Elizabeth Cherry Waltz. I2mo. Pp. 338. 
New York: The Century Company. . 61.50. 

To call these idyis of a religious arcady 
the story of a “common” man is to do 
violence to an excellent English word with 
meanings the range of which is wide 
enough already. Pa Gladden is, to be 
eure, & plain man, and his speech is that 
ef the unread, but whenever the writers 
of fiction set about constructing a reli- 
gious arcady, with people and a speech to 
match, we know that they always fall 
back upen a plain folk and a dialect rco- 
quiring various misspelling of this mys- 
teriously lettered tongue of ours. Have we 
not a Scots arcady of this sort, and one in 

New England, and one in the Isle of Man, 

and one among the Southern negroes? A 

simple, Old World faith, it would seem, u 

real conviction of the constant presence of 

God in the affairs of men, is imaginable 

only in a people as yet ignorant of the 

rules of the clipped English of the schools. 

And it is a fact, for what it ts worth, that 

in the days when the race was a tremen- 

dously believing one, the fashions of spell- 
ing were as numerous as the penmen.

fiction. Among such collections, if one 
may venture in all humility to speak, that 
of Pa Gladden would renk higher than 
most. Yet one wonders why the writers 
of fiction are so set to write out prayers 
at length in their books and to dwell ae 
they do upon the unconscious humor of the 
petitions of honest men. 

‘ The good that Pa Gladden does with his 
prayers and with his hands gives rise to 
/ Stories. Naturally the stories are bathed 
in a light that never was gave in the faith- 
ful souls of those to whom high things are 
more or less revealed, but the arcadians, 
though abnormally gentle and good, seem, 
nevestheless, to be in essence of one flesh 
and blood with ourselves, who are really 
common men. At all events, there are 
moods in which a “common man” may 
read Pa Gladden and be glad to read it. 
It is not a dull book, and hard sayings and 
doctrines are not diecussed in it. It deals 
with the goodness of God and of—men. 


A Social Novel. 

THE YELLOW VAN. By Richard Whiteing, 
autho "No. 5 John Street’’ and ** The 
Isiand."" One volume. N York: The Cent- 
ury Company. §1.50. 

No reader of “ The Island” or of “ No." 
5 John Street will need to be told that 
when we describe a new work by the au- 
thor of those as a social novel we are as far 
; as possible from meaning a society novel, 
and are much nearer meaning a Gocialist 
novel.

That the British aristocracy, one of 
the most ornamental of institutions, ts also 
one of the most mischievous, that it ie an 
incubus upon British energy and a blight 
upon British independence, and a huge 
handicap upon Great Britain in the ‘inter- 
national competitions, either of war or of 
peace—these are the propositions that “ The 
Yellow Van” ts written, not so much to 
maintain as to enforce and bring home, to 
the best of the autlfor’s strength, to the 
business and bosoms of his countrymen. 

To show the British superstition at ite 
worst and ugliest, it is helpful to intro- 
duce persons who do not share it and are 
not affected by it, and to indicate how 
much happier is their lot on that account. 
We have two of them, an American girl 
who has become a British Duchess, and her 
brother, an American boy, who te making 
the tour of England, and to whom the 
consecrated superstitions of the Britons, 
among whom they find themeelves, are 
not consecrated at all. 

It is an excellent device for the author's 
purpose, essentially, of course, as old as 
Swift and older, but it takes on a 
in Mr. Whiteing’s treatment. The time. 
gives him plenty of texts. We have the 
British military misadventures in South 
Africa explained by the exhibition of the 
“nice "’ and abysmally incompetent British 
boy who pretends to be an officer. And 
we have the frivolity descending to ras- 
cality of the British “ fast set,” the mis- 
chief that Satan finds for idle hands to 
do set forth in the account of the fleecing 
of a young girl by sharpers of her own sex 
at bridge whist, which is one of the best 
things, as a piece of presentation, in the 
volume. s
